“In thirteen states, the careless 
3 percent numbered 7,566 car driv­ 
ers who by their failure to obey 
signals or slow down, not only 
jeopardised their own lives, but 
the lives of all the occupants of 
their cars. 
Speeding over cross­ 
ings was the chief fault found by 
the inspectors. 
Railroad compan­ 
ies have done their part in pro­ 
viding proper markings and in 
signalling the approach of trains 
in advance. 
In practically every 
grade crossing fatality, it is tbs 
motorist who is to blame. Most oi 
them might be avoided.** 
The Royal Arcanum, numbering 
125,000 members, has taken a de­ 
finite stand in the movement tc 
conserve life through the preven­ 
tion of accidents in all walks ol 
life. “This is a public as well ai 
a fraternal duty,*’ the supreme re­ 
gent stated.
